On  March  16,  1990,  Lawrence  Police  Officer  Tom  Duggan  Sr.  lost  his  life  in  the  line  of  duty.  He  was  a man  who 
loved  being  a police  officer  and  lived  his  life  responding  to  cries  for  help  in  the  community.

Bom  in  the  Dominican  Republic  Francisco  Urena  grew  up  in  Law- 
rence, attending  the  Lawlor,  Tarbox  & Arlington  Schools  before  his 
family  moved  to  Florida.  In  June  of  1998  Urena  joined  the  Marines, 
training  at  Paris  Island,  SC,  & then  attending  2 14  months  of  training 
as  a tank  commander  where  he  learned  how  to  operate  the  M1A1  tank, 
graduating  as  a tank  crewman.  Urena  served  as  a security  officer  at  the 
U.S.  Embassy  after  completing  a rigorous  course  at  Quantico,  VA  “My 
first  post  after  completing  training  was  in  Damascus,  Syria  where  I 
spent  a year  and  a half.”  There,  Urena  learned  how  to  speak  Arabic 
fluently.  He  also  learned  how  to  speak  fluent  Russian  when  he  was  as- 
signed to  his  second  post  at  the  U.S.  Embassy  in  Bishkek,  Kyrgyzstan, 
a country  which  was  formerly  part  of  the  Soviet  Republic.  After  return- 
ing home  for  a brief  period  in  2004,  Urena  found  himself  on  his  way  to 
Iraq  as  a tank  commander  in  the  Spring  of  2005  in  el  Anbar  province  of 
Iraq  on  the  eastern  border  of  Syria.  During  his  time  in  Iraq,  Urena  was 
part  of  three  major  operations;  Operation  Matador,  Operation  Spear  and 
Operation  Quick  Strike. During  operation  Matador  Urena  was  issued  a 
navy  achievement  medal  for  heroic  actions  and  quick  decisiveness  dur- 
ing combat  operations  where  he  and  his  company  were  ambushed  by 
terrorists.  Urena  was  credited  for  saving  numerous  lives  and  evacuated 
civilians  from  the  area  safely  while  under  heavy  fire.  During  “Opera- 
tion Spear”  Urena  showed  his  heroism  once  again  when  he  was  hit  with 
shrapnel  in  the  face.  Urena  was  honorably  discharged  on  June  15, 2006, 
but  his  service  to  his  country  did  not  end  there.  When  he  came  back 
to  the  states  he  served  as  the  City  of  Lawrence’s  Veteran’s  Services 
Director  and  is  now  the  Secretary  of  Veteran’s  Services  for  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.
